Baltimore, Md., November 19.—() 
Sixteen dead or missing was the ap- 
parent toll late tonight of the explo- 
sion which wrecked the Mantilia, 
Norwegian oil tanker, in dry dock 
at Sparrow's Point. Eight bodies had 
been recovered. A check of the men 
known to have been aboard the vessel 
indicated eight unaccounted for. 

One body, that of Amiel Peterson, 
Baltimore, employe of a ship cleaning 
company, had been identified. Three 
more of the recovered dead are be- 
lieved also employes of the cleaning 
company. 

The toll taken from the Mantilla's 
crew was reckoned at 12, a third of 
the personnel. Four or five bodies 
were believed members of the crew, as 
were the eight missing men.

Berlin, November 19.—A “talking 
letter,’ whereby a love-sick swain 
may transmit fo the fair object of his 
affection not only his sentiments but 
the dulcet inflections of his voice, has 
been invented by the noted German 


physicist, Cari Rammelsberg. 
Professor Rammelsberg announces 

he has discovered a method of photo- 

graphing the human voice. The prin- 


ciple is similar to that of the dicta- 


phone, except that the voice is repro-- 


duced upon “zellit” leaves—a_ cellu- 
lose by-product. 

The “writer” can use both sides of 
the leaves. They will hold 15 minutes 
dictation, and the “talking letters” can 
be placed in envelopes and mailed. 
The recipient inserts the lette> in an 
apparatus somewhat like a phono- 


graph, which roproduces the original 
voice.

propriates about $90,000,000 a year 
for roads, the president thinks it only 
fair that a tax be paid to the na- 
tional government by automobile users. 
He feels that in the future, how- 
ever, if treasury conditions warrant, 
a cut might be made in this tax. 
The white house today put a damp- 
er .n talk of a difference of opinion 
between President Coolidge and Secre- 


tary Mellon over tax reduction.

The official spokesman declared the 
chief executive and the treasury secre- 
tary net only were ene in their ad- 
vocacy of a refund on income taxes 
and in their opposition to a perma- 
nent tax revision, but that the subject 
had been discussed between them be- 
fore Mr. Coolidge surprised the coun- 
try by announcing his position two 
weeks ago. 

Heretofore the demand for _ relief 
from the automobile tax has come 
largely from the democrats in con- 
gress, but today a republican member 
of the house, Hudson, of Michigan, 
announced that he bad prepared a tax 
bill that would repeal the levy. cut- 
ting $75,000,000 from treasury re- 
ceipts. 


He also proposed to reduce the cor- 
poration tax rrom the present 131-2 
per cent to 10 per cent, or lower. 

Coupled with the president’s recom- 
mendation to congress fur a refund of 
income.taxes will be a reiteration of 
the white house policy of economy. 
Kieturning senators and representatives 
have taken to the executive offices 
many suggestions for- spending the 
prospective treasury surplus, but Mr. 
Coolidge is giving them no encourag*- 
ment, 

His spokesman said today that he 
even was determined to see if some- 
thing couldn’t be done about the gov-

This case has nothing to do with 
the Teapot Dome suits which invoivc | 
Harry F. Sinclair and Fall. 

The Doheny evidence was discoy 
ered anexpectedly during the e.pot 
Dome investigation and resulted in a 
separate series of prosecutions. The 
government already has won in two 
lower courts its civil suit to break the 
Doheny contr:cts. The ¢« urts held 
that the $100,000 “loun”’ was- evi. 
dence of fraud sufficient to vitiate the 
contracts. This decision is before the 
supreme court on appeal. 

Old Cronies in Defense. 

Defendants in the present - nal 
trial are a pair of old cronics. They 
prospected in the west together 30 
years ago. 

Fall, a lean, mustached westerner 
made a small pile but eventually Ic :t 
it while he was absorbed in a public 
career, He was a judge, a United 
States senator from New Mexico and 
then Harding's secretary of interior.

Gibbs, division manager, stated that 
it was done because of “price conces- 
sions aliowed to a privileged few,” 
by competitors, 

“Our competitors are allowing price 
concessions to a privileged few.” said 
Mr. Gibbs) “The Pan-American Petro- 
leum corporation's policy is to sell 
Pan-Am gasoline at one price to all, 


consequentty the ron, ye Petro- 
leum corporation is making ‘this cut 
to meet price conditions.” 

This newest slash makes a total of 
6 cents drop in gasoline prices during 
at past 3’! days. Uther companies have 
followed both preceding cuts, but they 
could not be reached late Fridgy night 
in regarl to this latest cut. It was 
pointed out by Mr. Gibbs Friday that 
the drop of 6 cents a gallon in the 
price means a saving to the autonw- 
bile public of Georgia of at least a 
milion dollars a month. 

Officials of the company on Friday 
explained Mr. Gibbs’ charge of unfair 
price concessions, by stating that spe- 
cial rebates are frequently made by 
other oil companies to some service 
station operators. In some cases, it 
was stated. the rebates were not in 
the form of cash, but in free. painting 
of stations, equisment and other con- 
cessions.

Marshaling of the combined lega! 
forces of state and county already 
has begun. Bookwalter said he will 
insist that the trial of the “king’’ be 
held during the February term of cir- 
cuit court, which is the  arliest pos- 
sible time. Bookwalter added that 
he would “fight to the last ditch’’ any 
effort by House of David counsel to 
save Benjamin from trial because of 
the state of his healih. The “king’’ 
had to be carried inte court yesterday 
when he was rearrested on & ew 
charge. 

“Benjamin, in my opinion, is pos- 
ing.”” said the prosecutor. “He is a 
consummate actor, and he isn’t half 
as sick as the colony leaders make 
out.”’ 

Contrary to expectations, Purnell 
will not be brought to trial on the 
charges filed nearly four years ago by 
the Bamford sisters and which were 
the basis of a world-wide search for 
the cult head and the posting of re- 
ward totaling $4,000 for his capture. 
Instead, the “king’s’’ chief accuser 
will be Bessie Woodworth, young wife 
of a Benton Harber musician, to 
whom she was married, according to 
her story, at the order of Purnell 
while the girl and Woodworth were 
members of the colony. It was a 
usual thing, Mrs. Woodworth said, 
for the “brother of the Savior,’ as 
Purnell described himself, to “marry 
oif’’ young girls after they had sub- 
mitted to the “blood purifying rites” 
which the state charges were but a 
cloak for his alleged illegal relations 
with them. 

Meanwhile. Benjamin Purnell siill 
reigns as “King of the House of 
David.”

On 
the other hand, exercise is one of 
the most helpful remedies for some 
eases of a.thritis. So I still maintain 
there is no such disease or ailment 
as rheumatism, believing that this 
will do good in cages where the 
trouble is of such nature as to per- 
mit hopping, and no harm in cases 
so bad they cath react in this man- 


ner. 

Rheumatism isn't much like the 
weather. People are always talking | 
about the weather, as Mark Twarip 
complained, but nobody = ever does | 
anything about it. People are always | 
talking about rheumatism and always 
doing something about it. What they 
do about it, though, ‘has about as 
much effect as talking has on the 
weather. 

For instance, heat in one form or 
another is certainly a grateful and 
sometimes really beneficial agent in 
the treatment of chronic arthritis, but 
this does not apply to heated chiro- 
practic colloquies nor to the ardor of 
one's faith in Coueism. In regard to 
these highly intellectual forms of ex 
ploitation of rheumatism the laity is 
still in the red flannel underwear 
stage. 

But seriously, what should one with 
chronic joint inflammation do about 
it? 

First, he should understand or try 
to comprehend that-a dozen or more 
of various complaints of pain, stiff-| 
ness or lameness are popularly called 
“rheumatism.” and often even a good 
doctor finds it difficult to distinguish 
one complaint from another, to  es- 
tablish a real diagnosis of the trouble. 
The first thing to do about “rheuma- 
tism.” therefore. is to have a general 
physicical examination and have a 
thorough one—which means you must 
be completely undressed. 

The physician will carefully stu:ly 
your past medical history and you 
living conditions and habits. He will 
make a search for foci of infection 
in the throat, nose, sinuses, teeth and 
gums, gall-sac, appendix, urogenital 
trict. If any such focus is found and 
there is a question about its connec- 
tion with the joint treuble, the phy 
sician will geek the opinions of ex- 

erts, specialists in various lines 
Right there is where too many rheu- 


errors—they have substituted direct 
action, passed up the “ordinary doc- 
tor” and sought the opinion of this 
or that spécialist for themselves, a 
mistake which has led to considerable 
maltreatment and disappointment and 
distrust of the focal infection “the- 
ory”’—which is no theory but an ex-

After the state called all of its wit- 
nesses, more than an hour was re 
quired to introduce documentary evi- 
dence, which included books and min- 
utes of the defunct institution, as 
well as numerous letters, records and 
deposit slips, offered during the trial. 


Manley Collapses. 

Shortly before court recessed at 
noon Friday, Mr. Manley collapsed in 
his chair after having listened through- 
out the morning to a bitter attack by 
defense counsel upon testimony of 
Paul J. Baker, treasurer of the Bank- 
ers’ Trust company and vice president 
of the Farmers ind Traders bank. 

His wife and counsel] hurried to his 
side and he was quickly revived and 
bed from the courtroom into Judge 
Howard’s private chamber. 

When court reconvened’ Friday 
morning, Clifford Cagle, accountant. 
was recalled to the stand for a rigid 
cross-examination conducted by Mr. 


Smith of defense counsel. : 

It was brought out that the Farm- 
ers and Traders’ bank at the time of 
its failure, was solvent, according to 
figures furnished by the bank and not 
taking into con@ideration the capital 
and surplus liabilities. 


Method of Appraisal. 


The witness was questioned in re-

Baker Takes Stand. 

Mr, Cagle was followed to the stand 
by Mr. Baker. He testified on direct 
examination that Mr. Manley ordered 
the placing of approximately $422,000 
in call mony from Florida banks to 
the general ch 
Bankers’ Trust company in the Farm- 
ers and Traders’ bank. 

He tald the court that he was bound 
by the orders of Mr. Manley and that 
at the time it was first suggested that 
call money be placed in the checking 
account, he demurred, bu: his 
tion was given no weight. 

On May, 10, 1926, the witness said, 
Mr. Manley caused certificates of de- 
posit to be sent to the Florida banks 
attesting to the amounts of the call 
money they had with the Bankers’ 
Trust company. The witness stated 
that he did not know positively wheth- 
er the Bankers’ Trust company had 
sufficient money on hand to cover the 
certificates at the time they were 
sent. 

On several occasions Mr. Baker as- 
serted that he had talked with Mr. 
Manley about the condition of the 
trust company and pointed out that 
the concern was losing money and 
that it was not good business to con- 
tinne, but said, that Mr. Manley ex- 
pressed his determin:tion to “get the 
company in good shape.” 

$90,000 Wit wn. 

The witness also brought out again 
the fact that $90,000 was withdrawn 
from the Farmers and Traders’ bank 
30 days before its failure and was 
placed on call in. 26 Georgia banks, 
members of the Trust company chain. 
Approximately $45,000 was directed to 
Georgia State bank, of which Mr. 
Manley was president, he said. 

Mr. Manley @irected his activities 
in the trust company and also the ac- 
tivities of the numerous corporations 
in which ‘he was interested and that 
all of the officers vf the company 
worked under his orders, Mr. Baker 
said. 

He discussed $300,000 worth of 
paper previously referred to in the 
trial. and said that it had*been placed 
in the Georgia State bank. 

Mr. Baker identified the following 
letter as typical of those sent to all 
Florida banks in the handling of the

The regular method; of placing call 
money as used by the Bankers’ Trust 
company was explained by the bankcr, 
who asserted that it was placed to 
the credit of the sending banks at the 
Farmers and Traders’ bank, where it 
was recorded on the call money book. 

“Did you pay interest on this money 
that was supposed to have been placed 
at call?” Mr. Arnold asked. 

“Yes, it was paid quarterly by the 


‘Bankers’ Trust company and in some 


instances, after the $442,000 had been 
exhausted,” Mr. ~ aker testified.

Benton, Ill., November 19.—Gang- 
sters, using bombs, started a fresh 
reiga of terror in Franklin and Wil- 
liamson counties today when they at- 
tempted to destroy the home of Mayor 
Joe Adams, of West City. 

Speeding by the mayor's residence, 
one of the six men in the automo- 
bile hurled the bomb, but it exploded 
before it reached the building with a 
roar that was heard for several miles. 
All the doors on that side of the 
house were torn from their hinges and 


window glass for a block around was 


shattered. Mayor Adams and his wife 
and brother were sleeping in the rear 
part of.the house a‘nd their lives were 
saved due to the fact that the bomb 
exploded while yet 12 feet from the 


front porch. 

This is the second attempt on the 
lives of Mayor Adams and his brother, 
by gangsters, said to belong to the 
Birger “mob.” A few days ago two 
ears filled with gangsters rode through 
the town, firing a fusillade of ma- 
chine gun bullets into the homes of 
Gus Adams and a neighbor. 

Friendship of the Adams brothers 
for the Shelton gang is said to have 
aroused bitter hatred of the Birger 
mob. The feud between these gangs. 
“aumbering about 60 in each camp, 
broke out October 26, when Ward 
Jones, a Birger gangster, was found 
riddled with bullets. On the same 
day William (’High Pockets”) Mce- 
Quay, also of the Birger crew, was 
shot to death near Herrin. The next 
day four road houses operated by 
Birger were burned. On the yight of 
November 6 John McElroy and Mayor 
Jeff Stone, of Colp, near Herrin, were 
lured to a road house and slain. -

Noted War Hero 
Unable To Earn 


Living in Canada 


(By Leased Wite to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 


Montreal, Quebec, November 19.— 
Michael O’Leary, V. C., the first man 
in the great war to win the Victcria 
Cross, greatest British distinction for 
bravery, today shook the dust of the 
new world from his feet and sailed 
back to England, defeated in his at- 
tempt to make a success of life here. 

Misfortune has dogged the war 
hero’s efforts to make a living and 
support a wife and family. 

Arriving in Canada in 1921 he ob- 
tained a position in‘a Toronto publish- 


vent. He became an enforcement offi- 
cer under the Ontario temperance act 
at $125 monthly. He claims he was 
too honest to please the leaders of the 
bootlegger rings which operate on the 
international border, and that they 
swore to get him. In his own words: 
“They got me, and that is why I am 
leaving Canada. I have my family to 
look after and cannot afford to battle 
any longer at present.” 

_In London a job is waiting for 
O'Leary. A job that he says is safis- 
factory, and in his old line of- basi- 
ness—dry goods—in which he is a 
salesman. His wife and family pre- 
ceded him to the old land a few weeks 
ago.

London, November 19.—(4)—After 
studying the problem of formulating 
a common film policy for the British 
empire with a view to replacing Amer- 
ican moving pictures with British 
made films, the imperial conference 
found it was impossible to reach an 
agreement.
